The falling of the flowers from the plant is the signal 
for making the incisions, which is done by ihe ailtira- 
tors, in the cool of the evening, with hookea knives, made 
for the purpose, in a circular manner around the capsules. 
From these incisions a white milky juice exudes, which 
is concreted into a dark brown mass by the heat of the 
next day's sun : and this, being scraped off every evening 
as the plant continues to exude it, constitutes Opium in iU 
crude state. 

11. The Preparation and use or the drvu. 

The great object of those in India who prepare Opium for 
the China market, is, so to inspissate the crude juice as 
to leave a very hot-drawn watery extract which will, 
being dried, possess the greatest amount of purity and 
strength of flavour when smoked ibrouglv ^ pipe.* The 
Chinese themselves estimate its value in direct proportion 
to the amount of these qualities.

JusT^revious to the opening of the prefipnt century^ the 
Chinese Government regarded Upium solely as a piedici»

a high proBa^ mty"tbat Opruni~was an aAicle of extensive 
commerce in the East long before Europeans had any 
direct intercourse wilh India. The greatest theatre 
of the earliest traffic by foreigners, vras in the East 
Indian Archipelago, specially the island of Java, while 
under the British Government, about twenty five years 
ago.

The English long, but ineffectually 
sought, before proceeding to Whampoa, to obtain a sanction - 
from the Portuguese Government to establish themselves 
in the Opium trade at Macao. 

Keihkmg, Governor of K\yangtung> sent up a memorial 
in the fouSy^j[??5r;ijri5_ea|cipgjQ79l^)j5^ayin^J]j}!t prohi- 
bitions might beenacted against Opium, and that oflendcrs 
might be made amenable to the laws. So active were the 
Chinese in their denouncements against Opium in 1800, 
that the East India Company's Supracargoes at Canton, 
strongly recommended the Court of Directors to take 
measures for preventing all shipment of Opium from either 
Ben^l or England. In the fourteenth year of Keaking 
( 1 809), the Governor of Canton required the hong mer- 
chants to give Tjonda of security that all ships wishing to 
discharge their cargo at Whampoa had no Opium on 
board. Governor *!Dseatf gT, in 1817, made a report to the 
EtnpSfbr in relation to the traitorous natives who dealt 
in Opium at Macao, and received the im]>erial commands, 
rigorously to enforce the laws against them. Governor 
Yuen iKtted4U|at>hibitoi^ Proclamation against the drug, 
dated JlE![lL'&— 1 微 in irhtch be m", " Opium it an 
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article which has long been most strictly prohibited by 
his imperial majesty's commands, and frequent proclama- 
tions have been issued against it, which are on record. " 
In this same year four thousand chests from Bengal, and 
half as much from other places, were imported into China, 
and the Governor in his public papers, about this time, 
threw tlie whole of the odium of tlie traffic and evils of 
Opium upon the Portuguese, English and Americans. 
Being^greatly annoyed by the Authorities at Whampoa, 
the >~QpiyjiL-sl"ps wprfi takfin ^firom there, and perma- 
nently fixed at^Lintin in 1821. Tlic natives paid for the 
Opium in Ganton7 and receiving an order for the amount 

Jurchased, obtained it themselves from the vessels at 
'intin, the connivance of the Mandarins being secured by 
bribes. More than twenty five sail of foreign vessels at one 
time, have been lately known to be on the Chinese Coasts, 
all entirely engaged in the contraband trade in Opium. 
The caravans from the Province of Yunnan, which annual- 
ly visit Ava, take back with them many pcculs of Bengal 
Opium. The highest price for which Opium appears to 
have been ever sold per chest was 4700 to 4800 Sicca Ru- 
pees in Bengal in 1821-2. It sold in the same years, at 
Penang) as high as $2650 per chest. In 179(5, about 
one thousand chests were imported into China, and in- 
creasing in every successive year beyond all precedents 
in the annals of commerce, until in 1837-8, aboutjgrty 
thousands-xhests- w^rc hroHghLloL— ChlEa, for which the 
Chinese paidjjpwards of twei^ five millions of dollars. 



IV. Epitome of the IIioh Commi»8Ioner*8 i:FroRTi roR 

THE SUPPRESSION OF THE TRAFFIC IN 1839. 

All threatening Proclamations again" the Opium trade, to curtail tho 
evils and vastness of its increase, having failed, His Excellency Lin, 
with plenipotentiary powers, was despatched as hiffli and special Com* 
missioner from the court of Peking to Cnnton. He reached the city 
of Canton on the 10* March 1830, and forthwith commenced active 
investigations. The Chinese attached the most serious importance 
to the coining of the high Commissioner. The bcqucI proves the 
correctness of their impressions. On the 18**» of March, His excellcn* 
cy isiucH his first Proclamation, Page 84. He abo issued otic of the 
Mine date to the HongMcrcbanU,of a limilar date,bat of a more ihirat- 
eninjff character, which cauied mat excitement* The next day, Yu, 
the HoppA, or Superintendent of mtritiine custome, put forth an edict 
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prohibiting any foreigner from leaving Canton. In ihc evening of 
March 2Uh Captain Elliot, the Chief Superintendent of British Trade 
in China, arrived in Canton, which was tlic signal for immediate and 
general alarm and excitement. Forthwith were the crowds of gazing 
natives cleared from the public square in front of the foreign residences, 
and all the entrances to it were closed, and guarded by armed police, 
while a triple cordon of boats, filled with armed men, were placed by 

The roofs of the adjoining houses became stations for soldiers, and tho 
Commissioner issued imperative orders for every comprador and 
servant to leave the foreign dwellings, which were promptly obeyed, 
and the whole night was a night of ^reat confusion,noise and excitement. 
There were about three hundred foreigners, incluiling all nations, then 
in Canton, who felt that their position was really critical. Every effort 
was employed by the Authorilieii to prevent the slightest intercourse 
between foreigners and natives. Between 、Vliampoa and Macao every 
avenue of communication was stopped andguartlcd by threats of death. 
No food of any description was allowed to be brought to the houses of 
the imprisoned forcigncm. On the morning of the of March, the 
Commissioner issued his second ProclamatioH to foreigners, Puj^e 100. 
March 27<i> Capt. Elliot publicly declared himself forcibly detained 
hy the provincial government ,, anil enjoined his countrymen to sur« 
render to him "all British owned Opium, on behalf of her Britannic 
Majesty's Gorernment, '， which was accordingly done. The deliveries 
to the Chinese were made at Chunhow, near the Bogue forts, and 
thither, on the 10，b of ApriLthe Comminfiioncr liiin.^clf repaired. On the 
of April, Capt. Elliot and all Britii«h Aiibjects withdrew from Canton 
city. May 21»» the delivery, by the Rn^lisli to the Chinese of 20,283 
cheats of Opium, was completed. During the month of June every 
rhcst of thiK enormous amount was destroyed by dcromposing it in vats 
filled with lime, salt and water. The drug was destroyed by ccitn* 
mands of the Emperor, and under the direct Kiipcrintrndencc of the 
Commissionpr himself. During 183G eminent Chinese Statesmen me* 
morialised the Emprror both for and against the legalization of Opium 
iroporUtion, all haHng in ricir the suppression of its attendant Ticc8« 
and the pre re ntion of silver hring drained from the Empire. Those 
against its le^Hzation prevailed with His Imperial Majesty. The Com- 
missioner declared himself sworn not to return until be had iwcpt 
•way from the land, ererv vesiige of the Opium evil. But ever since 
be has been in Canton, tKc trade, all along the coasts, has been in 
fullest operation, and under more aggravated circumstances than 
before hi% arrival. His measures for suppressing the rice of smo- 
Vinf hare been characterized by great scrcrily, and many natives 
hive suffered death. He i« at present trying the plan of solitary 
ronfinement, to wean the Opium smoker from his pipe. But an 
Ofrinin Reformation in Chin 篇, like that of the Temperance Refor« 
matiwi In Europe tnd America, will on\r be broochi about bjr 
Public Opinion: and ausptcioui indeed for China, will be the dajr of 
tea imk aciiicTMnent.

and extraneous police, and you do not proceed to dismiss 
them, then you will bring upon yourselves immediate 
denunciation. The regularly appointed clerks and police 
runners must be examined, and noted according to list, 
and then you can direct which of the five men you 
please, to become mutual security for each other, and 
to give a bond, secarilig that there shall not be any 
smoking of opium, connivance of clandestine traffic. lf» 
upon examination, they, in after days, be found out to 
be guilty, they shall all be implicated together. Afid 
should there be those for whom they do not wish to 
stand security, let this also be distinctly stated in the 
lists, and, by the said Mandarins, let thm be sererally 
examined, and if the truth

of their guilt can be really obtained, upon such shall be 
inflicted the greater punishment. This matter depends 
entirely upon the above oHiccrs arousing themselves to 
spirited exertion. Let them, from time to time, make 
strict examination, as well as investigate every affair, 
and cause it to be known, that the laws must be dreaded, 
and that none mu^t dare to act clandestinely. Let the 
offices be first purified, and then, perhaps, the district, 
can be put to rights. But if these officers are allowed 
.to .persevere in granting protection, we ought accordingly 
to oold them responsible for examining each other. 
； Hereafter, we not only hold the higher mandarins responsi- 
； Wc for examining their subordinates, as fieretaries in the 
office, relationa. 
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retinue, clerks and police-runners, but should there be 
any individuals whatever at the offices of the said superior 
ofncial functionaries who smoke opium, we also allow 
the subordinates in office to denounce them for punishment. 
It will be incumbent upon the civil and military officers, 
who are of the same city, to proceed mutually to 
examine each other, and we hereby enjoin the literary 
assistants, who are of the same city also, to make, 
from time to time, thorough examination into the state 
of the chow, foo and hCen offices. Still they must not 
continue to shift and turn about, and take this bond upon 
them as a mere matter of form, for, if upon exami- 
nation, they are found out to be offenderB, we will 
permit them 
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to be denounced. And if found out by other means, we 
shall note down the faults of the Mandarins of the same ci- 
tiesi for the purpose of giving warning. It is all important, 
that it be well established by report, that both the high and 
the low are purified. But if you have a heart to connive 
and to screen the guilty by deceit and imposition, then indeed 
shall we take the law into our own hands, and you shall be 
sternly dismissed. No body cares for the mischievous rat, 
if he does fall into a disagreeable vessel.

And 
let the Mandarins strictly enjoin that every five of these 
vessels become mutual securities for each other, and that» 
from time to time, they be over-hauled and examined. 
And should there be those 
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who cannot cherish mutual confidence, the names of their 
vesssels must nevertheless be distinctly noted down, and 
also this form of words " not dare secure, " The said of- 
ficers must then take up the boats for which there is no 
person to give a bond of security, and make out a list of 
them ； and from time to time overhaul them in regular or- • 
dcr, and examine them. And if upon examination there 
be found no valid proof of their being legally engaged, 
then a statement should be prepared and delivered over to 
the constables of the port, tnat they may accordingly de- 
tain them, and not allow them again to proceed out to 
•ea. As to those boats which ply within Uie riven, both 
gmt and small, and 
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also the Tankca boats, niul fishing smacks 、vc shall hold 
the local magistrates responsible for examining the whole 
of them. Should there be any merchants, who, in dcfi* 
ancc of the laws, smuggle and smoke opium, we allow 
the above boat-people to proceed on shore to the local of- 
ficers, ami ffive secret information concerning them; and 
having overhauled them and decided evidence of their guilt 
being found, then let the informers be liberally rewarded. 
But if they bring false accusation, through design to injure, 
and for all such evil practices, let them be rigourously pu- 
nished for their crimes, without the slightest forbearance.

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learoed acholars and merchants come from abroad, quite 
a large numter of wHqid teR^ij^ merejjr a temporary 
abode^ and so constantly moving themseTves about from 
one [>hr， ？ p。，hyr， 會"， tb*» r^ry t rari^^Lof jy igir j)rnrff pd. 
infi^ are uncertain. Yet the names, however, of those 
who rent houses for themselves to dwell in, are to be 
eoter^ into the lists of the respective constables. As to 
those travelers, who sojourn for a short time only in the 
temples and taverns, let the local mandarins make the 
stewards of the temples and the landlords responsible for 
keeping a register of them in regular rotation, and for 
making inquiries as to the surnames and names of those 
who dwell in the wards, and carefully and accurately 
write them down in the lists. And upon every 
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fifth day, let the register be presented to the acting 
individuals of the oifices for their examination. When 
the inspection has been completed, let the register be 
returned, and a fresh one handed in. Should there be any 
who smuggle and smoke opium, we allow the stewards of 
the temples and the landlbrds, from time to timey to give 
secret information, and should real evidence be obtained of 
their guilt, they (the informers) shall be handsomely re- 
warded and praised. But should an, knowingly conceal 
matters, and it becomes otherwise discovered, all parties 
ihall be rigorously dealt with. And if there be those 
who, through ill-will, or to fasten their own guilt upon 
others, falsely accuse, heavily shall they be puniwed 
and DO forbearance shown. 

SixUil^. The varioitf merchants 
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who return to the difierent Provinces, make purchases of 
those ^gooJs 'Which-iirK tlw niuul r &ISiSK^li^ a8l>road- 
cloths, camlets and glassware, as well as every 
descripttnn pf^firoly wrought Toreign goods ； and al so 
ffoodr ^nrhicb- are coaweand bulky ^ such as medicinal 
drugs, dving stuflfs, assorted fruits, betel-nuts, malva-leaf 
fans, and sugar candy, as well as all kinds of native 
merchandise of general consumption. In the first place, 
the goods were put into the hands of consignees, who 
hired workmen, for the merchants, to pack and envelope, 
as it was of the first importance that the goods be put 
up tight and firm, lest, ouring the lime of being trana- 
portcd by water tod by land, 
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they might be stolen or become injured. In arriving at, 
and parsing through the Custom-Houses, duties arc levied, 
but it is exceedingly difficult to open them, one by one, fof 
examination. Among these merchants arc hordes of 
viciousi personages, whose only views arc gain. But you 
are advaricing in a dangerous pathway in search of 
fortune, and by smugfilinfi: for your own private advan: 
taffc, there is no kind of abuse which you do not o>、 
riginate. Moreover there are principles of firms wha 
connive, and whose workmen take bribes, thus being 
8o mutually piilty of collusion that it is difficult to find' 
them out and seize them. How can you but be aware 
that this Taporous earth and the tmoking implements

Every where should rigorous examinations be made,

And 
moreover should there be any who have been long accus* 
tomed to deal in the drug, ana against whom ample proof 
exists, or any whose old habits of smoking remains uncut 
off, such must be punished as the laws direct. Should 
there be those of established moral worth, who, on account 
of indiflerent circumstances, have but few acquaintanceai' 
and consequently no one to give a bond of security for them, 
then let the aforesaid magistrates draw up a list and hare 
it recorded, which will render it unnecessary to take anf 
further bond from them, and, by which means too,* 書 stop

IMPORTATION OF TUS ORVO IXTO ChINA. 

JusT<4)reviou3 to the opening of the_BI£sent century, the 
Chin^ GovernmenFregarded Opium solely as a medici* 

i 、 subject to a duty of about fifty cents per pound. There is 
a high provability that Opiuni^'ias an article of extensive 
commerce in the East long before Europeans had any 
direct intercourse with India. The greatest theatre 
of the earliest traffic by foreigners, was in the East 
Indian Archipelago, specially the island of Java, while 
under the British Government, about twenty five years 
ago. At that period, the whole supply was from 
Bengal, being about nine hundred chests per annum, 
550 of which were consumed in Java alone. In the 
territories of the Sultan, the retail price at one time 
reached as high as five thousand dollars per chest. Craw- 
ford states that, in all ages of European intercourse with 
the East Indian Islands, Opium has been an article of con- 
siderable and increasing commerce. In tlic time of Ma- 
cartney's Embassy (1792), Opium does not appear to have 
been very widely known as a luxury, as no mention is 
made of it by Staunton or Barrow further than classing it 
among the imports of the Empire. Previous to the year 
1767, the importation into China amounted to about two 
Iiundrcd^iests per amium , it suuii, j^ jeYer^JS SggTTt a in- 

chasc^T^ the Chin^sft. It continued at this rate during 
many successive years in Ihe hands of the Portuguese. In 
17^, the English established a depot of the article on board 
two small vessels, which were stationed at a place to the 
southward of Macao, called Black Butter Bay, sometimes 
Larms^gay. At this pljiccy lUeXlliimMse very frequently 
paid ashigii as six hundred dollars per_chcst for Opium, 
which cost in Bengal five hundred Sicca Rupees. In 1781, 
owing principally to. the circumstance of the whole East 
Indian seas being infested with French and Dutch cruisers, 
the Company found that a whole year's production of 
the drug remained unsold in their ware-houses at Calcutta ； 
and seeing no prospect of sales being made, upon what thej 
deemed adrantageous term?, they freighted two ships them- 



selves with it, despatching one to the Indian Archipelago, 
and the other to China direct. Sinqua, one of the Ilong 
merchants, was the purchaser of this official importation, 
at two hundred and ten dollars per chest ； but ne after- 
wards reshipped the larger portion of it, which was taken 
to the Malayan Peninsula. Ten years after this we find 
the drug selling for about three hundred and seventy 
dollars per chest. It was not until 1793^ that the Chinese 
^ntiinrifiAfi-hppran in ^Tfp~public no Uce— of thc foreign 



ed annoyances, obth from the lawful authorities, and from 
Chinese pirates, the Lark's Bay traders in 1794^ took one 
of their vessels, laden ej^cliisiyely witli the drug^ to Wham- 



uindrances and without molestation. Up to 1820, vessels 
continued to bring Opium to Whampoa without any an- 
noyances from the Mandarins except once in 1819, when 
an attempt was made to search vessels supposed to have 
the drug on board. The English long, but ineffectually 
sought, before proceeding to Whampoa, to obtain a sanction • 
from the Portuguese Government to establish themselves 
in the Opium trade at Macao.

bitions might be enacted against Opium, and tliai oflendcrs 
might be made amehalire IFe Taws. So active were the 
Chinese in their denouncements against Opium in 1800, 
that the East India Company's Supracargocs at Canton, 
strongly recommended the Court of Directors to take 
measures for preventing all shipment of Opium from either 
Bengal or England. In the fourteenth year of Keaking 
(18£^), Uie Governor of Canton required the hong mer- 
chants to give bonds of security that all ships wishing to 
discharge their cargo at Whampoa had no Opium on 
board. Governor Tseang, in 1815, made a report to the 
EmpSrbr in relation to the traitorous natives who dealt 
in Opium at Macao, and received the imperial commands, 
rigorously to enforce the laws against them. Governor 
Yuen inued-a. prohibitory Proclamation against the drug, 
dated Agnl 1820, in which be sa", "Opium it an 
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article which has long been most strictly prohibited by 
his imperial majesty's commands, and frequent proclama- 
tions have been issued against it, which are on record. " 
In this same year four thousand chests from Bengal, and 
half as much from other places, were imported into China, 
and the Governor in his public papers, about this time, 
threw the whole of the odium of tlie traffic and evils of 
Opium upon the Portuguese, English and Americans. 
Being greatly annoyed by the Authorities at Wiianipoa, 
the --QpimiL- .ships wprft takfin . from there, and perina- • 
nently fixed at^Lintin in 1821. The natives paid for the 
Opium in Gaiitoh, and receiving an order for the amount 
purchased, obtained it themselves from the vessels at 
Lintin, the connivance of the Mandarins being secured by 
bribes. More than twenty five sail of foreign vessels at one 
time, have been lately known to be on the Chinese Coasts, 
all entirely engaged in the contraband trade in Opium. 
The caravans from the Province of Yunnan, which annual- 
ly visit Ava, take back with them many pcculs of Bengal 
Opium. The highest price for which Opium appears to 
have been ever sold per chest was 4700 to 4800 Sicca Ru- 
pees in Bengal in 1821-2. It sold in the same years, at 
Fenang, as high as $2650 per chest. In 1796, about 
one thousand chests were imported into China, and in- 
creasing in every successive year beyond all precedents 
in the annals of commerce, until in 1837-8, aboutjorty 
thousands chests -wcrc. hroughLiQ_—ChS^, for which the 
Chinese paid upwards of twenty five millions of dollars.

IV. Epitome or the High Commissioner's KFroKTi for 

THE SUPPRESSION OF THE TRAFFIC IN 1830. 

All threatening Froelamations against (he Opium trade, to curtail tho 
evils and vastness of its increase, hairing failed. His Excellency Lin, 
with plenipotentiary powers, was despatched as hidi and ipecial Com- 
missioner from the court of Peking to Clinton. He reached the city 
of Canton on the 10^ March 1830, and forthwith commenced actire 
inrestigations. The Chinese attached the most ■crioun importance 
to the coming of the high Commissioner. The scqucI prove* the 
eorrcctncss of their impressions. On the I8»h of March, His excellcn* 
cy issued his first Proclamation, Paffc 84. He aliio iseued one of the 
Mone date to the Honp[Mercb8nU,of a limilar d8te,btit of a more Ihrrai- 
tvXng character' which cauied rrcat excitement The next day, Yii, 
the Hoppo, or Superintendent o? mftritime customs, put forth an edict 
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prohibiting any forcijrncr from leaving Canton. In the evening of 
March 21ln Captain Elliot, the Chief Superintendent of British Trade 
in China, arrircd in Canton, which was tlic signal for immediate and 
general alarm and excitement. Forthwith were the crowds of gazing 
natives cleared from the public square in front of the foreign residences, 
and all the entrances to it were closed, and guarded by armed police, 
賣 hHe 息 triple cordon of boats, filled with armed men, were placed by 

The roofs of the adjoining houses became stations for soldiers, and tho 
ComiDissioner issued imperative orders for every comprador and 
tenrant to leare the foreign dwellings, which were promptly obeyed, 
and the whole night was & night of great confusion,noise and excitement* 
There were about three hundred foreigners, inchidiiig all nations, then 
in Canton, who felt that their position was really critical. Every effort 
was employed by the Authoritiei« to prevent the slightest intercourse 
between foreigners and natives. Between >Vhampoa and Macao erery 
mTenoe of communication was stoppcfl and guartlcd by threats of death. 
No food of any description was allowed to be brought to the houses of 
the imprifioned foreigners. On the morning of tJic 20th of March, the 
Commissioner issued his norond ProclamatioH to foreigners, Pa^e 100. 
March 27^^ Capt. Elliot publicly declared liimsclf ** forcibly detained 
by the provincial ijovcrnmcnt, ，， an«l enjoined his countrymen to 8ur* 
render to him "all Britivh owned Opium, on behalf of hrr Britannic 
Maje8tr*9 Gorernmcnt, " which was accoriliiigly done. The deliveries 
to the Chinese were made at Chunhow, near the Bogue forts, and 
thithf r« on the I0«h of April.the Comminsioncr himself repaired. On the 
of April, Capt. Elliot mid all BritiKh fluhjects withdrew from Canton 
city. May 2I«« the delivery, by the English to the Chinese of 20,283 
chcffts of Opium, was completed. During the month of June every 
rbrsi of thifl enormous amount was clc«»lroycd by decomposing it in vats 
filled with lime, salt and water. The drug was destroyed by com* 
nands of the Emperor, ami under the direct superintendence of the 
Commissioner himself. During 1830 eminent Chinese Statesmen me* 
norialiscd the Emperor both for and again" the legalization of Opium 
iroporUlion, all having in view the suppren^ion of its Attendant vicc8« 
and the prerention of silver hcin^ drained from the Empire. Those 
agiinit its lej^lization prevailed with His Imperial Majesty. The Com- 
miuioner declared biinAelf sworn not to return until be had swept 
•wmjr from the land, evcrv vesii^e of the Opium evil. But ever since 
be has been in Canton, the trade, all along the coasts, has been in 
fullest openlion, under more a^gra rated circumstances than 
before hi« arrival. His measures for suppressing the rice of smo* 
kinj^ hare been charertcrized by great severity, and many native 罄 
hmrt suffered deatli. He is at present trying the plan of solitary 
ronfinemfnt, to wean the Opium mnoker from his pipe. But an 
i Ntiin lleformation in China, like that of the Temperance Refor- 
lation in Europe and America, will only be brought about by 
Opinion : and aofpicious indeed for China, will be the day of

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I. THE POPPY— ITS LOCAWTIF^S ； MODE AND EXTENT 07 iTS 

CULTIVATION. 

The Poppy, pajmvcr, of which (licrc arc many species, has 
long been, tiiroughout the world, very extensively known. 
That sp€cie8j(papav€r sonini/vrum.) in llio iiispksa ted juice 
of which consists so vast a pro|)ortiuii of AMatic commerce, 
was familiar to the Greeks ami the Uoinans of ancient 
times. It is spoken of by Homer, who calls it Miy«wf. Virpil 
speaks of it under the name of ccrcalc |)a|)avcr, unci also 
cerenle soporiferum. It appears that the poppy was 
made to contribute to the wardrobe of ihc Latins, as Pliny 
speaks of jmpavcralac vcsfcs, h'wy no I ices il, {Huttitna 
papavcrum capita &c.): and so does Oviil, (/Htjmnras sub* 
secat &c.). The Saxons tienoiiunatcil it pojpcg, and the 
Welsh caW It jmhi. The French name it jxivut. It is the 
m/i/c of Hungary and Bolicinio, ihc inacztk of Polnn<l, and 
the gnrtcn-mohn of the Germans. U is called 产 hy the 
H i ndoos, flfif » atta l、y the CiiiguJoj^c, and by the Ja pa nesc 

kcsi (^THic Chinese designate it yin^'suh.jll is an 

annuaTpTantp^ml <^ro\v*i-4ii the lioipht of abowtrTivc feet, 
having an erect stem, which is smooth and round and of a 
sea-green colour. The leaves arc large, ccratcci, lull- 
ed and obtuse, and embrace llic stem, upou >vliicli Clioy 
are alternately situaltd. Tlie flowers aio iarirc nnii 
terminal, and droop until they are expancled, wlion tlioy 
become elevated, and the upper portiDii exiiiiuts a colour 
of brilliant silver-prey, wliiln a dplicnte violet lingesUie 
base. Two leaves compose ilic calyx, and four petals the 
corolla. The stamens are maiTy in number, and although 
the capsule Uns but one cell, yet it is divided by Kcveral 
longitudmal partitions, all of wliich arc crowded with a 
multitude or seeds. 

The juice of all the varieties of the poppy is lac- 
tescent, and the flowers of all fugacious. As an ornamen- 
tal plant it abounds in the gardens of Europe and 
America The papaver soinmferum, which supplies 
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nearly all Europe and America with Opium, is cultivated 
principally in 'vurkey, >vlule almost all of the vast amount 
consumed in China is nianuracturcd from the plants ol 
India. The chief Opium regions of India are, Malwa, Be^ 
iiares and Patna. The former being under the Government 
of native Rajas, nil persons 、vho choose may engage in 
the cultivation of the poppy and the manufacture of the 
drug : but Bcnarc8 and Patna (Bchar) belong to the East 
India Company, who exercise the strictest monopoly 
over l>oth tne cultivation and the manufacture. Turkey 
Opium, however, is not a rare thing in China. 、 
The poppy is extensively cultivated in may parts of Eu- 
rope for tlie sake of the seeds, from whicfi an oil is 
extracted, said to have an apreeable taste, ami to rank 
next to olive oil for all culinary purposes, for which use, in 
Germany and the Netherlands, it is very widely employ- 
ed. TIic ancient Romans were in the habit of roasting 
the seeds, and, after carrying them through a preparatory ! 
process, made them into cakes and pastry. A similar ； 
custom is still prevalent in some of tlic Northern depart\ 、 
ments of France. It is said, by Chinese >vr iters tdem- ' 
selves, to be cultivated in many parts of the Empire, and 
who also state that incisions arc made, and the exuded 
juice collected about tlie periods of February and March, 
(the same as in India), the seeds having been sown during 
tlie previous November. Th cr c nrn higl^ pxob ab i 1 i t i es that 
there has been, during the last ten years, no small increase 
in the cultivation. brmeZpopqpy within at least six of the 
Provinces of Ghiua.

Tbe credit of having taught the use of Opium, 
as well as that of Alcohol, has been awarded to the 
Arabs. In its use, the Asiatics, like the Turks, seek their j 
highest earthly luxury ； nor is it confined exclusively to the 
Materia Mcdica of the Christian nations of Europe, as the 
recent startling developcments of Opium eating, and Opium 
drifiking too truly testify. Its medicinal qualities have 
justly received universal cointncndation. Upon its use, 
and consequent abuse as a luxury, no observation is offered 
at present, further tlian to record tlic most unqualified 
disapproval of both. For the sake of luxuriously rega- 
ling themselves with Opium, all classes of the Chinese 
face every hazard to obtain it, violating the laws of the 
land, braving the official prohibitions, and risking theirown . 
lives and those of their families. Some of the high officers 
too have been wont to issue flaming Proclamations against 
its importation and its use, while, at the same time, they 
them^ives have been rcijardcd and placarded as notorious 
Opium smuprglers and Opium smokers. Upon no subject, 
probably, have the Chinese olficcrs, Lin, the present Gov- 
ernor and former Coininissionor, excepted, b<*«n guilty of 
such shameful bribery and collusion as upon the subject of 
Opium.

Yet the names, however, of those 
Kho^nt houses for themselves to dwell in, are to be 
enteral into the lists of the respective constables. As to 
those travelers, who sojourn for a short time only in the 
temples and taverns, let the local mandarins make the 
stewards of the temples and the landlords responsible for 
keeping a register of them in regular rotation, and for 
makiiiff inquiries as to the surnames and names of those 
who cmell in the wards, and carefully and accurately 
write them down in the lists. And upon every 
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fifth day, let the register be presented to the acting 
individuals of the offices for their examination. When 
the inspection has been completed, let the register be 
returned, and a fresh one handed in. Should there be any 
who smuggle and smoke opium, we allow the stewards of 
the temples and the landlords, from time to time, to give 
secret information, and should real evidence be obtained of 
their guilty they (the informers) shall be handsomely re- 
warded and praised.

In the first place, 
the goods were put into the nands of consignees, who 
hired workmen, for the merchants, to pack and envelope, 
M it was of the first importance that the goods be put 
up tight and firm, lest, during the time of being trans- 
ported by water tod by land, 
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they iright be stolen or become injured. In arriving at, 
and parsing through the Custom-Houses, duties arc levied, 
but it is exceedingly dilTicult to open them, one by one, fof 
examination. Among these merchants arc hordes of 
vicious personages, whose only views arc gain. But you 
are advancing in a dangerous pathway in search of 
fortune, and by smugglinf^ for your own private advan: 
taee, there is no kind of abuse which you do not o*、 
riginate. Moreover there are principles of firms wha 
connive, and whose workmen take bribcA, thus beinr 
80 mutually pruilty of colliusion that it is difficult to find 
them out and seize them. How can you but be aware 
that this vaporous earth and the smoking implementf^

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at this very time, to be most pressingly inquired into. 
Every where should rigorous examinations be made, 
and no 8topL.niade until tne ^uiltji.are' seized. If there 
should be contraband articles put in when the goods 
an pack6^and il~ shourcT (urn out that the head of 
the mfSe of correct principles, and those in his employ 
regard the laws, immediately, upon information being 
given, shall the whole amount of the property (of the 
merdiant8)be confiscated, and they will find tnat their lives 
are overwhelmed in a ditch. How can you jeopardize your 
body by making a trial of the lawsl and through screed* 
ineis tar filthy lucre- disregard your lives 1 These clearly 
ddfaied regulations are pot in use for the purpoae of 
with illegal oomiexioDiy and ■mugglmg, 
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and all such abuses. After this, when the merchants trans- 
port their goods from the warehouses where they were 
remaining, the whole class of principles and agents of the 
Hongs" shall be responsible for all the packing and pre- 
paring done at their warehouses. Then, upon examining 
them separately, if there should be an offender, let him be 
forthwitn informed against, and the informer must be lib- 
erally rewarded. But if there be no contraband goods 
whatever, allow, as hitherto, the passport licence to 
be put upon them, and also Uie seals of the respective 
factories, for a distinctive mark. And let them also make 
out clear lists, and bills of lading of the designations and 
nomber of the goods. A bond must also be issued 
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and signed, to the eflToct, that tlu^re will not be the slight- 
est smuggling of prohibited good*. 】，et the seals of the 
above b^ngs be delivered to the inerrhanis, to be kept in 
their possession, that, in tran'<portins tlie rrcxhandisc 
through the Custom-Houses, tliey may take the bill of la- 
ding and bond of security, and deliver them to the deputed 
Custom-House officers, that they may compare them, to sec 
whether they agree with the the marks. After an ex- 
amination of the goods has been made, and nothing be 
found contraband, then they may be allowed to proceed. 
But ify upon examinatioQ, there be decided proof or prevar- 
ieation, besides dealing with these laid merchants accord- 
kf to the rigour of the laws, ... 
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the goods, moreover, shall be confiscated. There must also 
be clear investigation as to who gave the bond of security ； 
and orders must be hastily given out to the local magis- 
trates sternly and secretly to examine into the matter, 
and make arrests, that the whole of the guilty party 
may be severely dealt with. But perhaps the partners 
of the firms, ana the workmen, may be guilty of low cun- 
ning, and for them also, must we hold the heads of the re- 
spective firms responsible. Thus it is decidedly requisite, 
tnat a system of regulations be established, to the end that 
traitorous traffickers may know how they can be made to 
fear, and not rush into danger to ennance their own 
private interests. And good principled merchants alfo, 
will avoid; at the transit Custom-Housea,'' 
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the embarrassments of forced detention though false pre- 
tences. Thus verily by one move, will the above two ends 
be obtained. As to the officers who are sent to take charge 
of the revenue, if there is any smuggling of opium among 
them, doubly increased shall be their punishment; and those 
who inform against them, shall be most amply rewarded.

Should there.-]^e anjr persons who lodge information, 
either -^'onripmnpd criminaTs who turn states evidence, 
or spies who secretly inform, it will be proper to 
enter the houflea-. and. make search for that whicn may 
be hoaurded up, and lay hold upon it. The evil of smug- 
gling in Opium and so placing it in the houses as to im- 
plicate others must be determinately guarded against ； 
and rumouni of deception and suspicion roust also be 
decidedly suppressed. After you have happened upon a 
house which it is proper to enter and make examina- 
tion, each literary and military officer must necessarily 
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in person take soldiers and police-runners along with 
them, and when just about to enter the door, let them 
take the soldiers and police-runners they previously 
brought with them and thoroughly search ana examine 
them one by one. Let also the great outer door be 
barred, and do not allow loiterers to rush in until after 
that which has been hidden within has been searched 
for, examined after, and brought out. No matter whether 
there has been any hoarded up article seized or 
not, those soldiers and police who entered the houses, 
must, every one of them, at the time they come out, 
be openly search^ and examined before all. Thus ai

Ninth. The literary— and military officers, both high 
and mi£br31nate^ bare together the ihaige of the whole 
population to act as Uieir ensa^mples.

ed ！ Already, on a former occasion, have Tang the Go- 
vernor, and E the Lieut Governor sent out official orders 
that examinations be instituted and denouncements made. 
But it is really to be feared that it is the usual habit of 
the Provincial Manda^ns, from the highest to the lowest, 
mutually to screen each other, and consequently inquiry 
will become a mere matter of form, and it will finally 
be very difficult to come at the truth. We ought, 
therefore, to extend the ppwfr pf the and alTnw 

the subordinates about the Man darins to inform a^auul 
them, and thug open"~it wide d65it: Joc-olMLjQd giiig of 
infornrntkm, without j^riSfttii^l^IiSiMee^-ior^^gapcrtorH or 
insult td tfie aged. Then this clafw (of evii-doera) 
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will be the abandoned of the officers who have previously 
transgressed and have been punished, and therefore 
cannot become high officers, for the evidence is conclu- 
sive that they arc really guilty men. That there exists 
national laws which decree ^cath, men ought the more 
naturally to combine in iiidij::nation against the guilty. 
Tliosc officers who have subordinates about them, if 
really informed against, proper evidence having been 
obtained, and they are truly pointed out as the guilty indi* 
▼iduals, how can this be said to involve the names of the 
informere as being oflfcnders against right principles 1 
I, the High Minister, received the Imperial will to 
come to the South, and, as soon as I entered the 
Kwangtung 
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territory, rumours reached my ears, that both among the 
civil and military officers there were not wanting those who 
smoked the drup; and that as to individuals among the 
civil officers there were very many who smuggled and 
sclicmcd after gain. In all these districts 、vc sYiall insti- 
tute inquiries and make seizures, and we will request that 
the guilty may be delivered over to the Board of Punish- 
ment for rigid examination. If the civil officers are thus 
remiss, it will be difficult to secure that, on the part of the 
military officers stationed along the Coast, there will be no 
bribes taken, no connivance, clandestine traffic, smoking 
of Opium and all such abuses. If the niaffistrates 
themselves do not uphold the laws is it then cbsirable 
to charge them with governing the people 1 K Superion 
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do not respect themselves, is it indeed desirable to con- 
sider them responsible for netting a good example for 
inferiors 1 If the officers are reckless of crime, their guilt 
ought to exceed that of the common people. If Supe- 
riors have no self-esteem it will be exceedingly difficult 
to execute the laws nnd have a name for justice. Here- 
after, no matter in what region, ns it regards the of- 
ficers of the salt," literary and military departments, if 
they have subordinates who cither smoke Opium or allow 
it to be smuggled, and the said high Mandarins connive 
on their account, the whole of them together shall be 
rigorously inquired after. And should there be any of 
the Mid high officers who themselves smoke the drug, or 
pennit 
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smuggling, and their sudordin.ites are really able to bring 
forward correct evidence by wliich to inforin against them, 
we shall deliber.it el y judge with strictest equity, and shall 
distinguish the informers according to their merits by en- 
couraging and promoting them. But if there is no genu- 
ine evidence of tlie case, and there be those who, on a 
sudden, through harboured envy falsely accuse, wc 
shall prosecute them according to tlie laws of defamation 
and defiance of right, and their punishment will be greater 
than if merely guilty of false accusation. 

Tenth. After this document has been received in the 
various districts* the assigned limk-JsiS^o monlhs, in 
in which will be i^eceivedj— upoiTl^yfrxilfl^j^ipcsi^ the 
drug itself and also the iznpl^i&ea&rJ'. 
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The literati, people and merchants of the cities and vil- 
lages who, in the slightest degree, know how to fear the 
laws, must ou no account dare to violate these clear prohibi- 
tory regulations. As to those who have a pcrven^) and 
crafty disposition, and live perhaps at a distance from the 
cities, it will be difBcult to secure that they will not clandes- 
tinely open opium dens where men may conceal themselves 
and smoke and practice all such vices. We therefore make 
the respective chow and hten officers responsible for di- 
viding their districts into wards and sections ； and from 
the cities to the villages, as well as n^ar and far, let the 
constables draw up a census for examination in order to 
slop vptbeflowiDg evil But if the con 
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stables, on the contrary, regard the whole as a mere matter 
of form, either because they grudge the expenses and re- 
main inactive, or, fearing to give rise to disturbance, do not 
go forward to their duty, or, perhaps availing themselves 
of their clerks and police-runners, seize upon opportunities 
for extortion, or permit the local constables to conceal the 
numbers of the families, or reluctantly make up the 
census, all their pretentions about the above business 
will he regarded as positively false. The worthy and 
the unworthy constables being promiscuously blende, 
it is very difficult, aa to Uieir surnames and names, 
to distinguish the real from the false. At ordinary 
times the officers feel diat they have tio responsibility 
resting upon them, and when matters come to a crisii 
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how can they then avoid being involved 7 The local magis- 
trates being unwilling to exert their whole strength in exe- 
cuting the orders they receive, it is not to be wondered at 
that whole hosts of robbers and vagabonds mutually disre- 
gard the laws. This state of things is becoming d«iily more 
and more prevalent, and so widely spreading arc the disor- 
ders that it is difficult to devise measures against them. 
The reason is this : the local Mandarins decidedly fear dif- 
ficulties, and are fond of their ease. The cities and villages 
also are widely spread apart, and it is difficult for the ears 
and eyes of a single individual to extend to all places, con- 
sequently superiors and inferiors mutually screen each 
other, and they become habitual in their remissness 
We suppose, hcnrevcr, that in each district and city, 
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as 、veU as in every village alM>, tliere must be some 
gentlemen,'* elderly persons, common people, and scholars 
who are personally pure, and delight themselves in good, 
and who are honoured and confided in by their fellow- 
citizens. Since the clerks and policc-runners confusedly 
conceal matters, how would it do pressing]/ to request 
the graduated scholars" to aid in tracing themi Let 
these graduated scholars in every village choose their 
seniors who are of highest moral qualities that the 
business of making out a census may be divided among 
them. If there are clans duelling in any of those 
villages, then let the chieftain of the clan and the 
deputy be publicly chosen. 
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If there are people of various surnames promiscuously 
dwelling together, then let the head of the village" and 
the village assistant be publicly chosen. Let a general 
Tiew ofuie population be taken whether many or few, and 
reckon up the names of the chiefs of clans and villages 
with their assistants. When this has been clearly 
noted down and scrutinized let the said chiefs and 
assistants of clans and villages repair to the Il^en 
Magistrates, all taking with them the door-tablets," 
and the lists of names that they may be accurately 
noted down in the tablets. He in whom mutual con- 
fidence cannot be placed, we allow to be written 
under his residence and name this form of letters **not 
dare tecure." But it it requisite 
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that the above dwellings be thorough! j examined and reg- 
istered ； there must not be any omissions made nor mis- 
takes and disorders committed. When this matter is 
completed, let a detailed account be presented to the hfien- 
officers for their examination. Let the local mandarins 
take up each village, and, of the individuals who dare not 
give the bond of security, let them make out an other list, 
and set a limited day for examination, and if, upon search, 
any Opium or smoking implements be discovered, rigid 
will be the punishment as the laws direct. For those 
against whom no real proof can be alledgcd we hold the 
chiefs and assistants of clans and villages responsible. 
Let a limited time be set for true investigatioiii and Ibr 
giving the genuine bond of security. 
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But it* a8 formerly, any one dares to refuse to become 
security, then those men for whom security is refused 
must verily be disreputable fellows, and therefore let 
them at once be sternly seized and examined. Thus 
necessarily will the people within these territories each 
know how to be apprcnensive, and will also feelingly 
alter their former evil habits, and afterwards cease them 
all together. If, upon examination, there be any omis- 
sions made or mistakes committed, just draw a distinction 
between the (good and the bad of the) elders, and also of 
the chiefs and assistanto of clans and villages. Should 
tlie examinations among the people not be strenuously 
oonducted, only the local magistrates will be held respon, 
sible. With regard to the tabletn. listn. 
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paper, and provisions for the clerks and police-runners, 
the whole expense shall rest entirely with the respective 
local officers. Should there be ilie slightest withliolding 
in the supplial of these things, we shall inquire after the 
offenders and disgrace them from office. 

We annex a formula for these tablets as follows :

Every head of a lainiW having male 
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children, let him write down each of their names, and, that 
they may be distinctly examined, let the red official seal*®, 
cover the name. Distinguish betwccR these three classes 
namely : Those who can be said not to smoke opium, those 
who have entirely given it up, and those who are just be- 
gining to break off the evil habit. It is requisite that every 
particular be truly stated. There must be no confusion 

and disorder. Five families become mutual securities 

The seven persons" of the clans and neighbourhoods in 
giving the bond of security ought each to write down his 
own surname and name. He w)io has confidence in the 
others, let him subscribe these two letters " dare secure. ，, 
But he who cannot cherish this confidence, let him 
distinctly say w, and write the words " not dare secure ，' 
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^ Here ends this long Paper by the High Commissioner. When it 
WM first promulgcd, howerer, it had attached to it the following Pro- 
clamation of the chief officer of Nanhae h«cn. The lutiw b<K)k«el- 
lers also, who subsequently printed it in book form for mI6 upon their 
own responsibility, inserted the Proclamation^f Lew m an etiential 
part of the book; and these are sufficient motives for retaining 
It here. 
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If there are those in the family who have secured, 
well, but if not, the names of those who cannot dare to 
become security must be taken up and pointed out.

But if there should still be delay, and a disposi- 
tion to cherish delusive hopes ； or the delivery not include 
the entire quantity ； or should any of the five individuals 
who become security inform against their fellows, then 
verily shall the offenders receive doubly incrrased punisli- 
ment. Be obedient to this. Give it most careful atten- 
tion. Oppose not. A special Proclamation.

(March 1839.) 
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( The first Proclamation of the High Coinnii?5ionrr to foreigners, 
lie demands the voluntary surrender of oil their Opium.) 

Lin, High Imperial Commissioner of the celestial Dynasty, 
a Director of the Board of War, and Governor of the 
Hookwang Provinces, officially proclaims to the barbarians 
of every nation that they may thoroughly understand. 

It appears, that foreign ships come to Canton to engage 
in commercial intercourse, and extensive indeed are the 
profits which are realized. And, whereas, the vessels 
which, in former days, annually arrived did not amount 
to the number of several tens, have, of late years, reached 
the number of as many as a hundred and several tens ； 
and DO matter what are their imports the entire quan- 
tity ciui be disposed of; and of whatever 
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goods too they desire to purchase, there arc none but 
what they can forthwith procure. Let me ask then, if, 
between the whole heavens and the earth there can 
any where else be found such an advantageous com- 
mercial mart as this ？ Our Great Emperor looks upon 
all with the same benevolence, and permitting you to 
carry on your commercial dealings you consequently 
have been privileged to realize these profits. If once 
the port should be closed against you, after what profits 
could all you several nations then scheme 1 Moreover, 
there are our teas and rhubarb, which, if you outside 
barbarians cannot procure there will be no means 
whatever for you to support your lives. But wc have 
allowed 
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you annually to export these commodities without the 
slightest unwillingness in order that you might be benefited. 
Than this there can be no greater favours, and you ought 
therefore to fear the laws. In reaping advantages for 
yourselves why is it that you injure otncrs 1 Why do you 
take opium^iiich is not consumed in your own countries, 
and amug^le it into th e riiher Fan d to delralid thcrpeopte 
out of their pibpcrty and Inflict injuries" upoii their lives? 

Upon examination I fin4, tliat, by means or itus com- 
inodity you have been, prai^siog^ — deceptioiL— oqpm the 
xil^^^jj^tivcs during the past several tens of years, and >f 
vJta^^fin* which you have thus so unrighteously accu- 
mulated 
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cannot be reckoned up. At this state of things the 
hearts of men, with one accord, become indignant, and 
toward which it will be found difTicult for even Heaven 
itself to exercise forbearance. 

In former times, the prohibitory regulations of tlie 
Celestial Dynasty inclined to clemency, and at every sea- 
port smuggling could still be done. But now the Great 
Emperor having heard of this, and quaking with wrath, 
has determined that an entire stop shall be put to it, 
and only after this is accomplished will his exertions 
cease. Those natives of the inner-land who deal in 
opium, or open dens for the smoking of it, sliall forthwith 
be capitally punished ； and those who smoke the drug 
shall also dc adjudged as guilty of death. You who 
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come to the realms of the Celestial Empire, as well as 
the natives themselves, ought unitedly to yield explicit 
obedience to the laws. 

I, the Great Minister, have my family residence near 
the coast of the territory of Min,*' and with the entire 
skill and craftiness of the outside barbarians, I have 
been, from an early period, thoroughly acquainted ； and 
I am most specially indebted to the Great Emperor 
for bestowing upon me, on account of my repeated services 
on the frontiers, the seals of High Imperial Commissioner, 
and I now come forward to enter upon investigations here. 

Having made thorough inquiry, I have fully ascertained 
that you, the said barbarians, during very many 
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years past have been i:u:U\ ni tiw iraflk* in Opiinn. and 
we could not exercise any liirbca nnwi- t"、v"r" vuii ail 
but for the consideration <" your b^'iiig imMi from alar. 
And if you have not previously known of ihcMf ri^oruuM 
enforcements, at present the lawj; are di.Hliiirtly <lcHiie<i lo 
you. Still we cannot bear to piH yoii to tliMtli without 
first giving you instructive adnioiiitioii. Having t*xHiiimetJ, 
I find, that on board of your store-ship^. 、vhiclj are iiow 
anchored at Lintin and other otbiig^ there are stored up 
• Opium to the amount of several lens of thousands of chests, 
all of which you p\irpo«ely desire claadestinclT to sell, 
and you do not even fcar the rigid $eiz\u'e$ wliicb will 
take place at the various pom. i 

L 
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Should there again be individuals who dare to act as 
convoys to yon. then, in every province alike, will they 
all mret with stern arrest ； and where then will there still 
be places where any one will dare to cary on the traffic with 
you ？ At the present time Opium is prohibited and un- 
saleable ； every body is aware that it is a destructive 

Soiaon. Why is it then thai you take the trouble to 
eposit it on board of your barbarian store-ships, which 
YOU cause to remain for so long a time anchored on the 
high *ea», not only expending your labour and property 
for naught, but still less can you foresee the dangers aris- 
ing (lom the winds and the flames. However, I now pro- 
ceed to issue my commands, addressing myself to you, the 
•aid barbafian merchant, that you may immediately

act in obedience thereto Do you take the Opium now 
on board of your store-ships and deliver the entire amount 
of it up to the Mandarins. Let the Hong merchants*^ 
ascertain distinctly what are the names of the individuals, 
and wh.lt the quantity of chests delivered up, and wliat i， 
the whole amount also in catties and tads. Let a clearly 
defined schedule be drawn up and presented to the officers 
for their investigation ； and having received the Opium, 
let it be publicly burned that its calamitous effect* may be 
entirely put an end to. Nor must the minutest particle 
be stowed away and concealed. -' 
At the same time there shall be issued a bond, conjoint^ 
ly in the barbarian and native" character, stating di— 
tlnctly that 《 ships which hereafter come wiJI … ' 
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nrr^r .t^niii ihre rlnndestiiicly to bring Opium, but if 
iliey ithcnild bring if, as soon as it is, by examination, 
ibnnd out. the entire cargo shall be confiscated, and 
the individu.ils themselves will be immediately punished 
capifally. ami which penalties for their guilt shall be will* 
inglr undergone.' In the above form shall the document be. 

1 have understood that you, the said foreigners, usually 
lay great Ktress upon the lerni ' good faith, ，and if you \\'n\ 
really comply with that which I, the Great Minister, have 
commands, and will deliver up the whole quantity of the 
drug which has arrived, and effectually prevent tlic intro- 
duction of that which has not yet come, thus manifesting 
iGceoUnce for your crimes, and a dread of punishment, then 
fcidred X9t 4iallUke no Dotf» of the past And I, the Great 
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Minister will then also, in con junction with the Governor 
and Lieutenant Governor, memorialize and beseech the 
Great Emperor, who, beyond measure, exercises his 
benevolcMice, nor. only leniently to roniit yonr past offen- 
ses, but we will also request tli<il rewards may be 
assigned, in order to encourage your repentant and 
fear-stricken hearts. After this, the usual commercial 
dealings may be carried on, since you will not have 
lost your claim to the character of beinj: good barbarians. 
Then indeed you may prosecute an upritrlit «ind a reg;ular 
trade, and,with full liWrty,you may reap [irofits and become 
rich. Will not this be in the iiighc^i ilcgrce reputable I! 

But 4f you continue wilfully ohslinatc, and dg, not 
arouse your moral sposihilidcSi aiid il' Yt)U i.- 
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suppose by false pretenses to carry on the traffic surrepti- 
tiously ； or, for a pretext, give in the name of some sailor 
who brought it, and who has no connexion with the 
foreign merchants ； or, falsely assert that you have taken 
it back to your respective countries, or thrown it into the 
midst of the sea; or, embracing opportunities proceed to 
oar other Provinces seeking to make sales ； or, to hush up 
the matter, you deliver up one or two tenths, then will 
.it really be evinced that you all have hearts of opposition 
and disobedience, being hardened in iniquity and cherish- 
ing no principles of reform. Although the Celestial Empire 
cherishes a soothing tenderness towards those from afar, 
still it cannot bear to be thus viewed with contempt and 
ndicaie ： and we ought therefore. 
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forthwith, hi obedience to the tenor of the new statute, to 
inflict upon the whole of you alike the heaviest punishment. 

At the period that I, the Great Minister, remained at 
the Capital, I received in person the sacred commands and 
instructions to the end that wherever laws existed there 
must they be executed. And moreover, since I hare 
received tnese seals of my High Commission I am therefore 
empowered to the full, properly to act in the present affair, 
ana it will not be found that the ordinary investigations 
of other matters can be compared to this. 

If there be a single day in which the Opium remains 
unexterminated, then that will be the very day upon which 
I the Great Minister will not return. I have sworn to 
persevere in this matter from the beginning to the end, and 
on no account, in the mid^t of their execution, will I arrest 
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my principles of accomplishment. 

Furthermore, upon inquiry, I find that the feelings of the 
people of the iiuier laiul arc all aroused to public indigna- 
tion, and if you said foreigners do not be aware, re form and 
repent, making gain your only aim, tlien 】iot only have 
I the tremendous power and dignity of the naval and land 
forces at my command, but by calling upon the able bo- 
died among the people, they would be more than sulKcient 
to place your lives at my disposal. And besides, by a 
temporary shutting up of the holds of your ships, or by a 
prolonged closing of the port, what difficulty would there 
oein putting an entire end to your commercial intercourse 1 
Our central territory comprises an area of several tens 
c( thou5anfi5 of luiles 
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in extent, and in all kuids of productions is superabundant, 
and we stand in no need of foreign incrchandiiie ； and it 
may well be appreheiided that the means of livelihood of 
your various nations will consequently fail. 

You have come to a great distance to carry on trade, 
and how is it that you still remain unacquainted with- 
the diflfereiice between toil and repose, and between; 
the j)ower of the many and that of tjie few ！ 
- As to those villianous barbarians who dwell in the 
foreign factories, habitually dealing in Opium, I, the high 
Commissioner, have, at an early date, drawn up a 
memorandum of their names, and those good barbanans 
who do not deal in the drug, 
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I shall also most clcnrly distinguish. And those too 
who will point out the fraudulent foreigners, and prevail 
upon tlicm to ourrender up their Opium, and wiil volun- 
tarily come forward and sign the bond, then verily are 
these the good barbarians, and I, the Great Minister, will 
forthwith praise and amply reward them. Muiery aud 
happiness, honour and disgrace will be solely of your own 
personal choosing. 

Wc now issue our orders to the Hong merchants Woo 
Shaouying (Howqua) and others, to repair to your facto- 
ries to reason the case with you. We assign a limit x)f 
three days, within which time an answer, by petition, 
must be returned; and at the same lime let them receive 
the properly prepared bond. 
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And do you wait until, by joint consultation with their 
Excellencies the Governor and Lieutenant-Governor, a 
period be appointed for receiving the surrendered Opium« 
And cherish no delusive hopes of delay. After repentance 
will be utterly unavailing.

First Reason. It is in accordance with the principles 
of heavficthajJJiiL&Ulxe 搶 ilnmcdiafely iha3e. L^pon 
examination, I find, that you have bceifresoning hither for 
these several tens of years, and by means of your Opium 
have been inflicting injuries upon our people and duping 
them out of their money, and the many myriads of profiU, 
which, from first to last, you have realized cannot be as* 
certained. You scheme clandestinely and are wholly bent 
upon gain, while our people squander their property to the 
iDjoiy of their lives. Heaven's principle of retribution ii 
ji^; and will - -… 
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it not still be able to award you a recompcnce 1 And yet, 
if you will, nt the present time, make the surrender, you 
Ynay possibly, by your repentance, avert the portending 
vengeance. But if you will not, then you become more 
inveterate in your wickedness, and the consequences will 
the more fearfully fall upon you. You are separated from 
your homes by several tens of tlioiisands of miles, and a 
ship which comes arid goes is exposed to the perils of the 
great and boundless ocean arising from thunders and 
lightnings and the howling tempest, as well as the jeop- 
ardy of crocodiles, and whales, and thus every inomeat 
are you liable to disaster. Heaven's chastisements should 
te regarded with awe. The maicsty and virtue of our 
Great Emperor is the same with tnat of heaven itself, and 
He is now desirous of putting a final stop to the Opium, 
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which renders it plainly evident that heaven itself pur- 
posely desires also that an end be put to the use ol the 
drug. It is that which heaven abhors, and who then i» 
able to withstand its will 1 

Wc may instance those of the English country who 
braved the prohibitory laws of the inner land : In former 
times'tbere was the English chief Roberts", who,8cheinii)g 
to seize upon Macao, as a consequence instantly met his 
death. In the fourteenth the year of Taou-Kwang (1834^ 
Lord Napier*' forcibly entered the Bocca Tigris, and 
1>eing immediately seized wiUi grief and alarm he too soon 
expired. And there was Morrison" also, who,in the dark, 
excited intrigues, and in that same year be likewise died 
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Besides these, all who have not yielded obedience to 
our laws, either on their return to their own countries have 
met with heavy punishmcntfi,or before their return, through 
the vengeance of oflendcd heaven, have Cell victims to 
death. All this has been recorded in the public News^ 
papers of every county. Thus, tliercfure, it is evident that 
the celestial Dynasty cannot be opposed with inijuinity, 
and why is it then that you do not tremble and fear ? 一 

SecoxkURea^on. —It is ia accordance with the natinnftl 
laws that you should make the surrender witliout fl ghy? 
I have heaitt that- your rcaproiive countncg prohibit 
their people from smoking Opium, and that whoeoeyer 
does it, IS put to death : and thus, therefore, it is quite 
evident that you are well aware , , 
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that Opium is injurious to mankind. If you prohibit the 
smoking, and fail to prohibit the selling of it, this then is 
vastly di!(Consoimnt with reason ； and on (he other hand if 
you fjrbid its sale, and still, nevcrlhfless, stealthily engage 
io the traffic of it, this tlicu is cvidcutly rendering the laws 
contemptuous. 

And furthermore, the celestial empire positively -inters 
diets this said traHic, and this too wnen compared to the 
ftmokiQ; of it becomes a still heavier crime. —— • 

Altliou;h ycu were born in the outer kingdoms, yet 
f')r contiauiag the existence of youwclves and your famn 
licM you are entirely dependent upon our celestial realms: 
Arid many too are the days wliicn you dwell in the central 
land, while very few are those which you pass in your own 
countries. For every 
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day's sustenance which you need to enable you to amass 
such great wealth for your families, is entirely granted you 
through the abounding favour of the celestial Empire, 
which by comparison exceeds, in its vast abundance, 
that which is bestowed upon our own people. Then why 
is it, that on the other hand; you understand not bow to 
tremble and fear before the laws of these heavenly realms 1 
In former times, nlthough opium lay under the ban of 
prohibition, still very severe punishment was not inflicted, 
and this was owing to the magnanimous administration of 
the Celestial Court Thus it is, therefore, that you have 
carried on your claadcstine traffic, and there has not been 
a great deal of 
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cl<n« investigation made into your conduct But at present, 
however, our Great Emperor is deeply indij^ant and is 
painfully anxious to cut off the evil. Hereafter, not only 
those natives of the inner land who deal in Opium arc to be 
doomed to death, but those too who smoke it must likewise 
die. 

Do you just try and reflect, that if you were not 
bring Opium to the inner land, from whom could r o 
obtain it in order to traffic in iti from whom coi y 
procure it in order to smoke it ？ Yes verily ！ the h 
whkb the lajNrs have thus awarded to the people t 
inner land, irentirely owing to the injuriout artic ！ licn 
you palm upon them, and why is it therefore that 
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people should die, and your lives alone should not be 
required 1 Now, I, looking up and embodying the same 
kindly feelings which our Great Emperor cherishes toward 
- those from a far, leniently exempt you from death. 

My only wish is that you may make an entire sur* 
render of all your Opium, and to issue, and willingly sim 
a bond to the effect tnat 'you will never hereafter bring the 
drug ； but if any one should dare again to introduce it, the 
individuals themselves so doing shall be forthwith capitally 
punished, and the entire amount of the cargo shall be 
conBscated/ This then will be kindly overlooking the 
past and giving warning for Uie future. What forbearanca 
and abounding generosity 
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18 this ！ Wc do not, however, now speak of the opium 
which you have sold during so many years past, nor do we 
make a reckoning of the amount, but 、ve refer to that ， 
Opium which you brought here last year and clandestinely 
•old off, which we also suppose not to be a little. Merely 
take the remaining quantity 、、 hich you have at present on 
board of yoor store-ships and surrender up the entire 
amount of it, which will be vastly to your advantage. 

Wc hare repeatedly allowed you to amass large profits 
in money, but still you have duped the people of the inner 
land to ouy and to smoke your anig, by which means you 
have brought down upon Uicm crimes worthy of death 
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Respectfully examining the code of laws of the Ta 
Tsing dynasty", I find they contain the following : 'Those 
from beyond the pale of civilization who are found guilty, 
shall, according to these said statutes, be condemned to 
die', and words to this effect. On former occasions we 
have passed sentence of death upon foreigners, as for in- 
stance in the case of killing our people, the life of the 
murderer has been forfeited, all of which has been placed 
on record. Just suppose that an individual be beaten to 
death in the excitement of a momentary row, still the per- 
petrator ought, according to the above laws, to suffer death. 
And if you traffic in opium, this is evidently scheming after 
wealth to the destruction of human life ！ Furthermore, 
stratagems of this character, 
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and which are so injurious, how can it be supposed that 
they stop at one individual or one family? For such 
crimes as these ought death to be awarded, or ought it not? 
But do you still not reflect upon the subject of making a 
speedy surrender of your opium in order that you may 
escape this threatened loss of your lives 1 Do you ponder 
orer it minutely. 

Third Reason. You^ought at once to make the sur* 
render because His iiTScconianc^^j^^ej^— i^Jfeelings 
of maakin4__Yoinnnw^OT!R5 f^CanUSTto— (^S^^ln com- 
mercial .pursuits, and three-fold have been your profits. 
All of you have come here with goods and no matter 
whether coarse or fine, whole or broken, there is none of it 
bttt what jou can sell ； and of our country's 
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productions, no matter whether to be cateii or to be worn, 
whether for your own use or for sale, there is none of 
whatever description but what we allow you freely to ex- 
port. And it is not only by means of your own country's 
goods that you reap tlie wealth of the inner land, but it 
is also by means of the goods oi our country that you a- 
mass the riches of every land. 

Now just suppose you were to abandon this single arti- 
cle opium, ami the other branches of the general trade 
being extensive, the profits arising therefrom would 
continue to be three-fold, and you would accordingly be 
able to become rich. And not having been giulty of 
violating the laws, 
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nor creating evil, what abounding happiness would thrill 
your bosoms ！ But if you are determined to continue this 
traffic in Opium, wc are also equally determined to cut 
off your commerce. Then, let nic ask you, where under 
the whole heavens would you be able to find such an ad- 
vantageous commercial mart as tliis 7 

But without rcfering at all to our Rhubarb and Teas, 
which if you could not obtain you would have no means 
by which to prolong your lives, there are the various kinds 
of silk 辠, whicn if you could not procure you would bav^ no 
means by which to carry on your maDufactures. And 
among jroor eatables are white sugars, sugar 
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candy, cassia and also cassia buds ； and of the articles of 
general consumption tlicrc arc, vermilion, gamboge, alum, 
camphor, and commodities of such like descriptions. All 
these arc things which each of your respective nations 
would be quite unable to do without. But our Central 
Empire is exuberant in all kinds of productions, and needs 
not, in the slightest degree whatever, the goods of the 
outer seas. If therefore, on account of Opium, our mar- 
kets be closed against you, and your trade should entirely 
cease, would it not be found that this was brought about 
by your ownsclves 1 

And furthermore, at the present time there is not an 
individual who dares to engage in the traffic of Opium, 
yet you : '、、 、 、、 
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have it stored up on board of your receiving ships, for which, 
rvery month, you have to pay rent, and day and night you 
have to employ labourers to watch and |(uard it. Yet is not 
all this expense and trouble to no purpose ？ You may 
meet with tempest, fire, curling wa%-e8, and contrary tides, 
and you may be overwhelmed in the deep, or enveloped in 
flames, creiits all of which are highly probable ！ Why not, 
therefore, make a surrender of your Opium, and obtain 
handsome rewards'? 
Fourth Reason. The force uf circumstances evince 
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merce ： and you arc^(PTittff>U ik^pendani upon our ppopkJbr 
peace^iUicLjjL'ietness! and upon tloin^ your duty for the 
security of your persons. It is proper ihat you should avoid 
inflicting injuries^ while obtaining profit. But by your 
traffic in opium yoirentaiTcatainitres upon the very exi«- 
tance of our people, and men of correct and virtuous prin- 
ciples are exceedingly grieved at heart and annoyetl at 
your course. For, as to those who sell opium to people 
to be smoked; they bring down upon them the direct 
punishment of dealH. And all this originates with you^ 
The common people too, cannot conceal their incensed 
spirit, and the public indignation being once aroused, it is 
exceedingly difficult of suppression. \^ry deeply 
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should vou be anxious about this state of things ！ That 
upon wliich you who go abroad depend, is a just sense of 
honourable principles, and now 、vhile every one of our offi- 
cers are actuated toward you by a sense of honour, you, on 
the other band, show yourselves destitute of the slightest 
principles of honour ！ And are your hearts at ease on the 
subject 1 And will you now obediently submit to the force 
circumstances or not ？ 

- And moreover, this is an article which ought not to be 
sold, and now is the time when it is to be cut off and the 
Mile of it disallowed, and what difficulty would there 
be, and what regret would be occasioned, m giving it up 1 
Still further, in your respective countries it ift not smoked, 
and Tint would oe the difficulties 
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in taking it back, «ind if you do not surrrnder it to the 
custody of the mandarins, of what use will it l)o to you to 
retain it? And immediately after it has been surrendered, 
your legitimate commerce shall more abundantly flourish, 
and vour respectability will be vastly increased. Will 
not this be your happiness ？ I， the Great Minis^ter, and 
also both the Governor and Lieutenant Governor, arr all 
men of most benevolent hearts, and therefore wc forbear 
not, with deepest anxiety, thus to Jiddrcss you our exhorta- 
tions and our entreaties. Misery and Imppinesi^ honour 
and disgrace are now all within your own reach. Do nut 
Bay that our words hare not been early delivered to yoii.

LiN, high imperial Commissioner, Tanp, Govoruor of 
Kwanctiin^, tiiid K, Lieutenant Governor, hereby issue 
their full explanatory orders. 

In the nineteenth year ofT.ioukwang, eleventh moon, 
and twenty-ninth day, (Jan. 3， 1840.) we received His 
majc5tTV commancU as follows : * The barbarians of the 
English nation, ever since the deliberated prohibitions 
agaiiift Opium, have been fickle-minded and inconstant. 
On a formor cMTasiou. they boldly dured to be the first to 
open fire with their cannon, after hanng falsely pretended 
to be obediently Ribmiissivc ！ They also leagued them- 
seh'cn * together with ^hips of war, and ^neakingly 
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scliemed after revenge. Althouffli, at that time, wc award* 
ed them decided chastiseiTicnt, yet we did not proceed ！ «o 
far tis to CTit off their trade, and tliorcforc what we did do 
、vas not suflicient to demonstrate to tliem our intimida- 
iiig power. After the above events, Smith also again 
dared to be first to fire with immense guns, and hr fuiiJier 
seized upon a rcpion for a military station, and there 
nestled himself. The$c said barbarian lieartA cherish 
unfathomable designs which is niost palpably apparent. 
Were we, at this time, to cause them to sign the duelj 
attested bond, it would indeed be difficult to (secure that 
there would be no further exhibitions of their Mcillating 
character. Since they have so very frequently acted 
^ith obstinate 、 ' • 
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defiance, were we now to allow them, as formerly, to pro- 
ceed ill their coinmercial intercourse, wc could by no 
means be able to effect any thing with them. As to the 
exceedingly tritHing amount of duties, why is it really 
worth while to talk about them ？ Our Dynasty soothes, 
with tender regard, these outside barbarians, and the 
benefits conferred upon them are exceedingly great, yet 
these Haid barbarians understand not how to lie impressed 
with feelings of fn*ateAilness, but abandon theniHelves to 
extravagant conduct. That they are wrong and we are 
right is fully evident to all within ami all without the 
empire. Wliy should it be worth while for us to regret 
that which outoide people have brought upon themselves 1 
It 18 therefore right and proper that the trade of the En- 
glish nation should be put a final stop to ； and let every ship 
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which is here of this said nation be instantly driven out ； - 
and let a Proclamation be issued making known these com- 
mands to every dominion, enumerating their sins also, and 
laying them all out before the various barbarians that they 
may understand, t hat the English nation has severed iUelf 
from these Celestial Realms. With all of you other nations 
this matter has nothing to do. You then of the various 
other nations, who accordingly continue respectfully obe- 
dient, will be allowed, as formerly, to conduct your com* 
mercial intercourse. But should you dare to aflford clan* 
destine protection to the English barbarians, and stealthily 
bring them into the port, as soon as, by examination, it is 
found out, immediate and heavy punishment shall be in* 
flicted upon you in consequence. Kcspcct- thfar.' 0%d ^ » H ef. 
Upon examination it will be found, that the Engliih 
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nation s Superintendent, Elliot, has frequently withstood 
and opposea the prohibitory regulations, and being fickle- 
mindetl and inconstant, I, the Great Minister, with the 
Governor and Lieutenant Governor, had already sent up 
a clearly defined memorial stating, that on the first day of 
the eleventh moon, (December 1839.) we should stop 
their trade: and now in return we have respectfully receiv- 
ed the imperial commands directing us to draw up a 
list of their guilty proceedings, and publicly proclaim 
them abroad to the various other foreigners ； ana also to 
expel without delay the merchant ships of the said English 
nation, and not allow them to remain at anchor in the 
adjacent seas of Canton. 

Wc accordingly, therefore, yield implicit obedience in 
ajmsging these 
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affairs. And we hereby take up the crimes of the English 
barbarians and distinctly publish them abroad, and in issu- 
ing this Proclamation we address ourselves to the for- 
eigners of every nation that they may all thoroughly un- 
derstand the case. After Elliot had made the surrender 
of the Opium he went down to Macao, and he then earn- 
estly entreated that a specially deputed officer might 
repair to Macao, in order to consult about the establish- 
ment of regulations for the entire cutting off of Opium. 
He in the next place also requested, that the cargoes of 
the ships might be ware-hoiised at Macao. Then he forth- 
with broke off all communication with the official messen- 
ger, and also embargoed the merchant ships of his said 
country, not allowing any of them at all to sign the bond 
and enter the port. 
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For a long time these ships have remained at anchor in 
the harbour of T»ecn-sha-tsuy ( Hongkong ), and the 
sailors consequently going on shore and exciting riots have 
committed an act of murder. This said Elliot, however, 
conceals the murderer, and refuses to deliver him up to 
justice. 

He daily continues to become more stupidly per- 
verse. He began first with Douglas' merchant snip, which 
he falsely equipped as a man-of-war ； and he then leagued 
himself with tne two cruisers of Smith (the Volage^ and 
Warren (the H jacinth) which came to Canton in order to 
mist him and rashly dared, at Kewlun 多," (Kow-loon) to be 
the first Co commence hostilities. Ann still again he pro- 
ceeded to the harbour of Chuenpe*, 
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nation's commerce and distinctly memorialize that, with 
that of the English, it be put a final stop to. 

And can you expect to effect any thing by after- 
repentance ？ Let each tremblingly obey. Oppose not.

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LiN, high imperial Commissioner, a Director of t lie Board 
of War and Governor of the two Kcang Provinces, (lloo- 
pili and Hoo-nan) Tanp, a Director of tlie Board of War, 
and Governor of the* Uvo Kwang Provinces, (Kwnng- 
tann and Kwang-se) and E, a vice-Director of the Board 
of War, and Lieut. Governor of Kwangtung, hereby con- 
jointly address a public letter to 真 he Sovreign of the English 
country, by which she may accordingly understand the 
state of affairs. 

It is only our mighty Emperor who tranquilizes the 
central and foreign lands, and looks upon all with like 
benerolence. Should there be advantages he renders 
them common to all beneath the heavens ； 
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and should injury exist, he removes it for the general bene- 
fit of the world, for the mind of Heaven and Earth** is the 
same as that which he himself cherishes. You, the Sove- 
reign of your honourable kingdom, and your ancestors 
also who have reigned through successive a Res have all 
had the character of having been reverentially obedient 
which is proved by the repeated sending of tribute, and by 
despatches which statecl as follows : * All the people of 
o"r country who proceed to the Central LawQ to trade 
are indebted to the Great Rmperor for the greatest justice 
and the most generous treatnient'. and such like cxpres* 

country so thoroughly tinderKtood the great principles of 
right, and have been aroused to such grateful feelingft of 
obligatiou for our Celestial favours I Ou this • 
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account, therefore, ha^ the Celestial Dynasty cherished 
tenderness toward those IVom afar, and has redoubled its 
considerations of regard, and augmented the profits on the 
trade for these I wo hundred .successive years. Upon these 
expressions of our kindness, therefore, have you been solely 
dependant for those riches for which your said country has 
been famed. But duritifi: the commercial intercourse 
Tvhich has been carried on lor so long a period, the great 
number of the barbarian merchants have not been alike, 
there being good and bad anions; them, and consequently 
there has been smuj^glins: . of Opium, and so duped have 
been our flowery natives that the poison lias flovvea through- 
out every Province ！ Sucii (snuigglers) as these only know 
bow to benefit lhemselve», regardless of the injuries they 
inflict upon our people I Tins it is 
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which the principles of Hoiivcn disapprove, and which the 
feelings of mankind publicly reprobate ！ And our Great 
Emperor hearing of this, and quaking 、、ilh wrathful in- 
dignation has specially deputed me, a high Minister, to 
repair to the Province of Canton and, associating with nie 
the Governor and Lieutenant Governor, to proceed to ex- 
amine into and adjust the present state of afTairs. 

Every one of our people of the inner land who deal in 
Opium, and those too who smoke the drug, arc all to be 
condemned to suffer capital punishment. And were we 
to push our investigations in relation to foreigners who 
during the many past successive years, have been guilty 
of trafficking in the drug, thereby entailing upon us the 
direst calamities. 
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nn<l wresting from us iinnien.st* wealth, wc should find that 
liy the laws tliey themselves ought to be put to death. 
But we take into consideration that these said foreigners 
Mill knew how to repent of their guilt, and imploringly 
begging for mercy, they took from their store ships twenty 
thousand two hundred and eighty three chests of Opium,** 
and Uirough their said country's Superintendent, Elliot, 
by petition, requested that the surrender might be received, 
the whole of which was done and destroyed by fire." Of 
this I, the high Minister, with my colleagues have already 
transmitted a duly prepared memorial Co Court. 

We are indebted to toat extraordinary kindness of our 
August Emperor 
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by which those who, of their own accord, make the sur- 
render, can, in view of this circumstance, still have com- 
passion extended to thcMu, and also liav(» their crimes re- 
mitted. But those who again violate the laws it will be dif- 
ficult to be continually cxtciuling to them indulgences and 
they must abide the consequences of the new regulations 
We presume that the heart of you, the Sovereign of your 
honourable country, is turned toward civilization, and that 
you arc consequently able to issue your orders to tho whole 
of your barbarian subjects sinrnrHy <o respect our law8\ 
But we must demonstrate to you what is «i<Ivantageous and 
what injurious, and then yoii will iimlrrstnnci that the laws 
of the Celestial Dynasty ("ighf to he implicitly and trem- 
blingly obeyed. Upon examination we find tlint yonr conn- 
try is distant from the inner land sixty or seventy tIiou«.ind 
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Le," and your barbarian ships strive with each other in 
coming here to trade, because of their eager desires for 
graspinp^ after gain, and inasmuch ns the advaiitnges of 
the Central Kingiloni profit those from abroad. The im- 
mense profit which these said foreigners reap all arises 
from the circumstance of the flowery peoples liaring il with 
them, and upon what principle of reason do they, there- 
fore, in return, by a poisonous commodity, pour their inju- 
ries upon these very flowery people ？ Still these foreigners 
may not def^i^edly cherish in their hearts intentions of 
purposely inflicting injury, yet coveliug such vastnes8 of 
pront they become regardless of the calamities they cutail 
upon men. Let me ask, how there can exist in their 
hearts that moral principle implanted by heaven 1 . 
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Wc hnvc understood that in your sn id kinp^dom the 
prohibitions apahist the sniokinp of 0]>inm arr of the stern- 
est severity ； thus (he injurious consoqueiicos of the use of 
the dru^j must be clearly evidnit to you. 

Since then you do not allow it to be injurious to your 
own country, you might not therefore to transfer its 
baucfiil influences to other nations and more e^^pecially 
to the Middle Kingdom ？ 

Of the goods of the Middle Kingdom which arc export- 
ed to the outside nations, there is not a single article but 
what is profitable to man, being either beneficial for 
food, or serviceable for general use, or which can be 
bartered for other goods and all rendered profitable. Has 
the Middle Kingdom 
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one single article which can be possibly injurious to the 
outside nations ？ 

And besides, tlicre «re our Teas and our Rhubarb 
which you outside countries could not do without for a 
single day, and were our Central Realm to grudge them 
tliat which i， so beneficinl. and not show ihem pity in 
their di«tr«W8. tlien by uhat means would those for- 
eigners prolong existanre ？ 

And further, as it rej^peiMs I he wwllcus. cninlct9 and 
longelN of the outride countries, were yoii not to obtain the 
raw silk of the Ceiilral Kinpirr you would be unable to 
carry on yoiir mannfarturrs. If ihr Middle Kingdom were 
to place liiniled rcstrirtions upon tlipse dvantages after 
^"hat gaiji could you barbarians tlicu scheme ？ 
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•• As to the rest of our articles of food, such as sugars^ 
ginger, cassia &c. &c. ； and articles also for common use, 
such as silk piece-goods, porcelain, and so on, which are 
absolutely indispensable to your outside countries, ihey 
exceed all einiineration. But on the other band, the com^ 
modi tics which are imported here arc all fit for nothing 
more than to look at or to play wilh ； and whether we 
have them or whether wc have them not b a matter of no 
inonieiit wilh us. ？ ' 

- Since then your goods are not at all necessary to us of 
the Central Kingdom, what diiRcultj would we experience 
in shutting up our ports and cutting off your market 1 
But the Celestial Dynasty allows its Teas and silks, and 
aU kiadspfita goods freely to t be exported by you ewy 
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where for consumption, without the slightest disposition of 
grudging them, and for no other reason than tnat profits 
may generally accrue to every realm beneath the heavens. 
Your honourable country takes away the goods of the 
Inner Land, by which you not only supply your ownsclves 
with food and articles of use, but by taking a part of them 
and selling them to the various other nations you reap 
threefold profits. 

And were you not to , traffic in Opium these threefold 
gains tvould nevertheless evidently exist. How then can 
you bear, by means of an article 8o injurious to man, and 
witbottt compunctkm of conscience, to search thus after 

Let m suppose that individuals of another nation 
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were to take Opium to the English country to seU,and were 
to seduce your people to purchase and to smoke it, you, the 
Sovereign of your Honourable kingdom, would also be vast- 
ly incensed, and with painful anxiety would you complete- 
ly exterminate it. Hitherto we have understood Uiat you, 
the Sovereign of your honourable kingdom, cherish a heart 
of expanded benevolence, and therefore you must be 
naturally unwilling to have done to yourself that which 
you do not desire to do to others.** 

We have also heard that ats to those ships which come 
to Canton, you have given to the whole of them a binding 
document which sa^, * It is not allowed to carry prohibit- 
ed articles,' thus it is evident that your said honoorabte 
kingdom's official 
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orders are originally rigorous and lucid ； but because the 
merchant ships are now exceedingly numerpus, they have 
not, perhaps, been subjected to thorough examination ； 
and It is under these circumstances that \vc now proceed 
io address you this public despatch that you may be dis- 
tinctly aware of the stern severity of the prohibitory laws 
of the Celestial Court, and determinately must you cau^e 
that none dare again to violate them. 
And we have moreover understood too, that London, 



the metropolis of your honourable kingdom, and also 
Scotland, Ii " 

no • Ofrium. _ 
J^^jXMiiessions of your Groyernment, as Bengal, ^ 
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tland, Ireland * and suctUike places originally produce 
Opium. But it is only in those regions of Hiiidooetan^ 
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Madras, Bombay, Patna, Benares^ Ncwa (Malwa ？) and 
Maratta * in which several places on nil the liills is the 
poppy planted, aud tanks arc opened for the manufacture 
of the orug. During successive months and years has been 
the wide increase oi'this poison, and its stench and its lin- 
clcanness have ascended upwards until the wrath of hca* 
ven has been excited, and the gods themselves have become 
indignant ！ ！ And, you the Sovereign of your honourable 
kingdom, ought determinately, in the above places, to have 
the whole plucked up by the roots, and cause the ground 
to be dug up, and transformed by planting the five grains; •， 
and if there be any one who should again dare scheniingly 
to plant or manufacture 
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Opium, do you award the heaviest punishment for his 
crimes. Thus would you accumulate advantages, put a stop 
to the evil, and yours would be a highly benevolent admin- 
istration, which high heaven would assist, the gods bless, 
and prolonged would be your years and perpetual your 
posterity ！ ！ Most certainly would you be thus elevated ！ 

As to the barbarian merchants who come to the inner 
Und, their provisions* and places of residence** are wholly 
bestowed upon them through the rich favours of our Ce- 
lestial Dynasty ； and the accumulated wealth which they 
have amassed entirely originated in the delightsome ben- 
efits of our heavenly realms. Those who remain in 
their own country only a very few days, but 
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who arc in Canton, on tlic contrary, a great many dap, 
we ought to aid in enlightening them distinctly as to our 

Eenal laws. In ancient as well as modern times this has 
een a generally admitted principle. 
Suppose the men of another country were to proceed to 
the English country to engage in commerce, it would 
certainly be requisite for them to obey the said Knglish 
country's laws ； and how much more docs this apply to the 
Celestial Empire 7 The law enacted in relation to the 
flowery natives is that whosoever of them deals in Opium 
shall be put to death, and those who smoke it must also die. 
Now jjist reflect, that if you barbarians brought no Opium 
here, then from whence could the flowery natives ootain 
it to traffic in it? and from whence procure it to smoke? 
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It is evident that it is yon abandoned foreigners who 
have really involved in death the natives of the flowery 
land ？ And how is it that yon only arc to be allowed to 
live 1 He who take^ the life of a single individual thereby 
neccss.irily forfeits his own life ; and the more ho is this 
applicable to those who pour tlie calamities of Opium 
upon mankind. I>o these calamities end with the termina- 
tion of a solitary life ? Now therefore the new statute in 
relation to the barbarians who come to tlic Inner Land 
bringing Opium is fixed, and they are to suffer decapitation 
and strangulation for their crime, which may be said to be 
the means by which the entire world is to be freed from 
this crying evil. 

And further, upon examination 1 find, that during 
the present tear and eecond 
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moon (April 9，^ 1 830), according to report, your said king- 
dom's Superintoiulent 】2"iot, as our prohibitory orders 
against Opium wore excessively .severe, by petition, en- 
treated that the assigned limit*^ might be extended, so thai 
for Hindoostan, * and all the possessions of India, he re- 
quested five months to be the limit, ami for England itself^ 
he solicited a term of ten months: nfler which periods Ihey - 
would obediently act according to the recently cstablislied 
statute, ， and such like expressions. Now wo, the high 
Minister and my colleagues, have reverentially memo* 
rialized the August Emperor, who in his extraordinary 
mercy, cherishes the mo^t unbounded compassion. 

Any one who, within the apace of one year and six

ave elapsed, and, as formerly, there be those who hsive 
brought the dru;: hither, then it will be clearly evident 
that tlicy are willing offenders, and fdrtlnvitli shall they 
suffer capital punishment. On no account whatever will 
forbearance be shown. Tliis then may indeed be denomi- 
nated the utmost of benevolence, niid the very acme of 
justice. 

Our Celestial Court extends its sway over ten thousand 
kingdoms, and verily does it possess an unfathomable and 
divine majesty, vet we cannot bear to put men to death 
withcmt giving tnem premonitory advice^and for this reason, 
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therefore, we specially and distinctly make known to you 
our established laws. The barbarians of your said king- 
dom being anxiously desirous of remaining here for a very 
long time to carry on their commerce, certainly ought, 
tremblingly to obey the national canons, extirpate forever 
the very source of the Opium, and tempt not the lawi 
with their own persons. Do you then, the said Sovereign, 
reprehend those of your subjects who are villianous, and 
suppress all secret vices, by wKich means you will secure 
the regularity of your possessions, demonstrate the sinceri- 
ty of your respectful obedience to us, and the whole of 
us together will then enjoy the blessings of abounding 
peace ！ •' Vast will be oui* joy, and extreme our happiness ! I 
After you have received this document, do you immediate^ 
ly put an entire end to Opium, 
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and its causes, and forthwith proceed to send us a reply. 
Do not be evasive or dilatory, for Ihis is a despatch of the 
highest importance. 

We annex an abstract of the new laws as at present 
acted upon, as follows. 

' Should there be barbarians who come bringing Opium 
to the inner land, scheming to sell it, the principles shall 
suffer decapitation immediately, and the accomplices shall 
forthwith die by strangulation, while the entire amount of 
the cargo brought shall be confiscated. We hereby 
gnnt a limited period of one year and months, 
within which denned term, if there be any who will 
Toluntarily take 
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their Opium, and surrender up the entire quantity, they 
shall escape the punishment due for their crimes/ 

In the nineteenth year, sixth moon, and ninth day, (July 
19***, 1839.) these Imperial commands were received, and 
reaching to the twentieth year, second moon, and ninth 
day, the term is completed. *

By an express from the Board of War, a despatch has 
been received from the Wifilx Mimsteis of tlic Privy Coun- 
cil, addressed to Lin, Governor of the two Kwang Provin- 
ces, E， Lieutenant Governor of Kwaiigtiing. Kwan, high 
Admiral, and K、vd， Commander-in-chief of the land forces, 
to be transmitted by them to Yu. Sii|>erintendent of the 
maritime customs of Kwangtung. 

. In the nineteenth year of Taoiik wang, iweKtli moon and 
eleventli day, (January 14***, 1840.) were received the 
Imperial decrees as follows: * This day Tsang Wangyen 
hai» presented an official memorial in relation to the in- 
tftabiiity of the Barbarian disposition, requesting that the 
• ports might be clowl, that prohibitions be laid upon pro- 
ceeding out to fiea, and also that plans he 
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devised for extermination, in order to 
source of .ibuscs. And there ^vas also an 
ument nicinoriulizing in relation to the reciprocal market- 
able merchaiulise of the fllacao barbarians, also request- 
ing (liat some positively defniilc restrictions be enacted, 
and such like expressions. Wt、 (llic liinperor) therefore 
order Lin and his colleagues, with uudivklod attetilion, to 
dclil)crale there on and send in their report. Let the 
original memorial be transcribed and piveii to them for 
their perusal. Take these commands therefore and make 
them known to Lin, E, Kwan and K\v0 who will hand 
them over to Yukwan for his information also. Respect 
this. ， According to the Imperial directions we (the Minis- 
ters of the Privy Council) transmit to you the above des- 
patch.

ffUting my views, 1 look up and beseech a nacrcd glance upon ihcm. 

According to my humble opinion Opium had flowed 
with a poisonous current throughout our Empire and be- 
yond its confines, and scarcely any medicine could deliver 
118 firoin its ravages. Looking up to our exalted Einprror, 
wc trusted to His Majesty's firm and unyielding character 
singly to decide the crisis, lie directed the Ministers of 
the ciiflerent Boards to deliberate and enact the heaviest 
penal laws, and ordered the various Governors and Lieut, 
liovcmors to put forth their utmost exertions in searching 
out and arresting the guilty. During the ^pace of a year 
past the people of ，he inner land 
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have all every where known how to cbcrisli dread and a- 
larm, and eight or nine tenths of them have broken ulTand 
abandoned their evil habit. 

And further, by special command a high Imperial Com- 
niissiuner was hastily despatched to the Province of Can- 
ton to institute examinations and regulate the affairs of the 
sea-ports. Upon the very day of his arrival the barbari- 
ans, tremblingly fearful of the celestial dignity, surrendered 
upwards of twenty thousand chests of Opium * ； and they 
issued and signed a bond to the eflfcct that tlicy would 
not dare again to introduce the drup:. It thus appeared 
that these said foreigners were exceedingly obedient; and 
that no ubsequent evils, therefore,i】eede(l to be apprehended* 

r"it 1 your Minister, have lieard that the English 

. ' t'lft tdS is raferiBce to tb« definite attmber of cb— <■ <l«UTcred «f. 
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barbarian Eye,*** Elliot, durinj: this present year took the 
nc^vly arrived ships of the outside kingdoms and kept them 
back in the outer seas.* Those which had Opium on board 
he did nut order to deliver it up, but took up with ships 
of war and cruised about at large in the inner seas, and 
even dared to contend with our Mandarins and Soldiers ！ 
Thus it in plainly evident that these said foreigners, who, 
at first issued and placed their signi lures to tliis bond, 
afterwards regarded it as a mere matter of form. They 
designed to devise schemes and so gloss over matters for 
the time being, waiting until after the high Imperial Com- 
missioner should have left Canton, 
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when they would then again bring in the smoking dirt 
and sell it to the villainous natives of the inner land. 
Their crafty and fraudulent designs can most evidently be 
perceived. But when they came to see that the examina- 
tions and prohibitions were rigidly enforced, and that 
without surrendering up their Opium they would not be 
allowed to enter the pNort, they gave loose reins to their 
perverse and obstinate dispositions, and being disobedient 
they would no longer be restrained, and finally dared to 
open fire and wound our officers and troops. Their 
crimes, therefore, are such as deserve death. 

I have heard also that their merchant vessels to the 
number of several tens are still remaining in the outer 
offing of Tseen-sha 
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tsuy (Hongkong), laying there at anchor, cherishing idle 
expectations of delay and do not go away. These say 
thus to themselves, * Since the maritime customs amount 
to several times ten thousands, all the Ministers who 
manage the aflfair will consequently be looking anxiously 
ailer the revenues of the country, and perhaps they may so 
twist and turn matters about that tnere will be mutual 
concessions. ， But do they not know that our Celestial 
Dynasty possesses the wealth of the four seas?" And that 
our productions superabundantly abound 1 and how then 
can it be presumed that we depend ujK>n the insignificantly 
trifling duties of these said barbarians to meet our ex- 
penditures!! But that upon which the existance of 、<、 
same foreignen evidently depend, and with which ::" ) 
cannot 
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for a single day dispense, are the Rhubarb and the Teas of 
the Middle Kingdom. 

According therefore to the stupid views of your Minister 
the first measure to be adopted is the closing of the ports 
against every barbarian ship no matter of what nation she 
may be. Then the whole of thcni being forbidden to carrj 
on their commercial dealings, and their merchandise 
brought by their several tens of ships remaining a long . 
time on hand without being able to sell it, their circum- 
Btar* « must evidently become embarrassed ； and by laying 
t，.《 .、" test prohibition upon our Rhubarb and our Teas, 
• '•I! allowing our mercnanU and people to trade with 
tlu^ni, we shall have it so arranged as to place their lives 
( ompletely within our power, and they will 
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consequently be struck with evident alarm and will come 
supplicating us. 

It has been said by some that these abandoned foreign- 
ers have long been cherishing schemes, and that of the 
Rhubarb*' and Teas which they have formerly exported 
they have a sufficiency stored up for the consumption of 
more than ten years. But do they not know that, although 
Rhubarb may be stored away for a long time, yet Teas 
after two or three years most certainly lose their flavour, 
become musty and cannot therefore be used ！ • 

And others may further say that those who are disobe- 
dient to the restrictions are only the English

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barbarians, and that the ships of the other barbarian coun- 
tries should still be allowcil to carry on tlicir commercial 
dealings. But arc they not aware that of the foreign 
ships which have brought Opium there is no nation what- 
ever which is exempt! 

If then we were to allow the barbarian ships of other 
nations to engage in commercial dealings, how could it 
be ascertained that they would not freight themselves 
with Opium, and come hither and deposite it on board of 
the English store-ships as was formerly done at Lintin, 
where it used to be an old and usual habit to put the drug 
on board of receiving ships 7 And in taking their own 
cargoes into port and bringing out our Rhubarb and 
our Teas, 
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how coulil it be known tliat ihcy would not become car- 
riers for the En^rlisii ？ 

It is therefore decidedly proper to beseech the August 
Emperor to issue his distinct imperial comniaiicls llint 
every foreign vessel that shall bring Opium to be smuggled, 
no matter of what nation, the said vessels shall not be 
allowed to carry on commercial intercourse. By this 
measure natives and foreigners, ministers and people may 
ail most fully understand the Sacred intention which now 
exists of having sworn to ninke an entire annihilation of 
the K>urcc from whence the Opium flows, and energetically 
to do away with inveterate habits. 

And as to the very insignificant amount of port dutieti 
there rrill be no difficulties whatever with the whole ，》i 
them 
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to dispense with. Even after the ports are closed, if the 
niaritimc prohibitions are not rigorously enforced, then it 
will be the same as though the ports were not closed at 
all. 

I, your Minister, have heard that all along the nea-board 
of each of the maritime Provinces the pirates" have not 
yet been entirely awed into quietness ； and that in Kwang- 
tung there has hitherto existed a horde of fast crabs" . 
which are wholly bent upon smuggling. In the days of 
commercial intercourse between the barbarian and the 
flowery people, these said outlaws gave loose reins to their 
actions and cherished no dread of arrest. I have recently 
understood too, that since the investigations and seizures of 
Opium has been so rigidly enforced, being reckless of life 
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these desperadoes all avail themselves of the above fast 
crab*boats and proceed out to sea in order to plunder and 
to rob those who are engaged in lawful commerce; and 
they also clandestinely take rice and flour and general 
supplies to the unprincipled foreigners. If we do not pro- 
ceed to their utter extennination, then these said outlaws 
will be intrigued by the above abandoned foreigners, and 
will entirely .yield themselves to their service, which will 
foment and perfect immense disasters. I, therefore, accord-

forthwith to go forward and sieze upon these pirates and 
utterly exterminate them ； and at the same time to order 
the high officers of the divisions to institute rigid examina* 
tions at the sea-ports. Those vessels which ply to and fro 
on the rivers need not be interdicted ； but besides these, 
the craft of the people, both great and small, must all be 
forbidden to proceed out to sea. Those who really 
engage in fishing as a livelihood will only be allowed 
to fish close iu shore. 

Should there be found, upon examination, any who as- 
sume a name through false pretenses and clandestinely 
proceed to take supplies to tne foreign shipping, let racn 
DC immediately 
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arrested and capitally punished. And the officers or sol- 
diers who receive bribes and connive let the same penalties 
in like manner be inflicted upon them. 

I also find, that among the various islets all along the 
coast, there are places where fresh water may be obtained ； 
let the officers and soldiers, therefore, be directed to be 
upon their guard and not permit the barbarian vessels to 
procure supplies of water. Let the people who dwell in 
the Tillages near the sea-board be well drilled together in 

gitriotism and bravery for their self-defence ； and every 
rcigncr who shall land upon their shores let them forth- 
with proceed to attack ana repulse them. Should there 
be any one who holds clandestine intercourse with the 
foreigners, the severest punishment 
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will be the result of iiis crime. 

Not merely in tlic single Province of Kwan—ng should 
these measures bo enacted, but also in every Province 
bordering on the sea, in all of which I here should be an in- 
crease of rigid vigilance : the channel of ^<upplie8 for the 
said foreigners being then entirely cut off, and it being 
impracticable any longer for them to procure fuel and 
water, they would assuredly repent of their crimes and 
with heads bowed down would listen to our commands. 
But should they still indulge in idle expeclntions and not 
submit, and dare toofler resistance, then that upon which 
they depend must be the height, size, strength and thick- 
nc«s of the hullM of their vessels, their skill in gunnery, 
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their acquaintance with the high seas, and also their sup* 
positions that when our naval vessels proceed a long dis- 
tance out to sea they cannot possibly be efficient. But is it 
not understood that these barbarians arc crafty, fraudu- 
lent, wantonly cruel, and regardless of consequences, look- 
ing upon governmental regulations with contempt and 
yielding no obedience to restraints 1 and therefore both the 
soldiery and the people of Kwangtung have long cherish- 
ed designs of determinate and combined hatred, and every 
man of them desires most heartily to aitack tlicm. It is 
only in consequence of the succe^ive Governors and Lieut. 
Governors fearing to open avenues for border afirays, and 
having laid severe pronibitions upon the soldiery and the 
people, not allowing them to measure themselves with the 
Ibrngnen, that tbey have exercised silence and forl>earance 
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until the present day. 

Your minister's opinion is this, that wc being upon 
shore and they in tlicir ships, it is not at all requisite to 
order our naval forces to proceed out a great distance to 
contend with them in battle. And when the commercial 

】y put an end to, and their supplies grow scanty it will 
be impossible for them to remain a long time anchored in 
the outer seas, and they will necessarily, as formerly, en- 
ter the inner waters in order to ramble and cruise and 
spy about them. We can then, by means of our naval 
vessels, tempt them and cause them to enter far in, and a 
previous arrangement having been made, we can summon 
the people who live along Uie coasts, such as are expert

and able swiniinors. and t hose who possess bravery and 
strength, amounting to several hundreds of men. We can 
then cause them during the night to divide themselves 
into companies, and silenty proceeding through the water 
straightway board the foreign ships, and overcoming the 
crews in their unprepared state, make an entire massacre 
of the whole of them. Or 、vc can, in the first place prepare 
fire-ships to the amount of several hundreds, ana order 
those who are able swimmers to put themselves on board 
of t hem, and availing themselves of the wind proceed to let 
them loose; and these must be closely followed up by men- 
of-war.

I, your Minister, have further thought that after matters 
have thus been all properly adjusted, should the barbari- 
ans of the English and the other nations really repent 
of their sins, and their submission be sincere, we shall 
then require the Portuguese of Macao to become security 
for them. 

If, therefore, there be, as formerly, any who come 
smuggling, besides taking such abandoned foreigners and 
according to the new statute inflicting punishment upon 
them. 
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and not allowing them to hold commercial intercourse, we 
shall also take the Macao foreigners, and by prohibitions en- 
tirely cut off their trade, and forthwith drive them back to 
their own country. Thus by establishing these rigid regu- 
lations, these said Macao barbarians, who, with their wives 
and children, have for a long lime had their residence in the 
inner land, will not fail to regard their own personal inter- 
cst», nor dare disobediently to oppose. May I not, thereforei 
•elicit that the Imperial will on the subject be despatch- 
ed to your Ministers the Gorernor and Lieut. Governor of 
the two Kwangs that they may deliberate upon such regu« 
lations as may be expedient to be enacted as fixed laws.

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(vnth the exception of guns, implements of warfare and 
Opium, which must be deliverea up to our officers), such 
as clocks, watches, broadcloths, camlets, and other mer- 
chandise and specie, shall all be entirely awarded to the 
captors. 

And further, those who shall succeed in destroying, 
by fire, one of the said great barbarian ships of war, a 
single plank not being left remaining, all of which 
being thoroughly and genuinely verified, shall be rewarded 
with ten thousand dollars. For the smaller class vessels, 
the rewards will be proportionally diminished. 

Second. To those who shall seize an English barbarian 
merchant ship, (with the exception of the ship's guns, 
warlike implements, and Opium, all of which must be 
surrendered to our officers), whatsoever the said ship may 
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have on board, such as merchandise and money, the whole 
amount of it shall be given, as a reward, to the captors. 
For those vessels which have three masts^thc captors shall 
bare an additional reward of ten thousand dollars: for 
those of two and a half masts/ five thousand dollars : and 
for those of two masts, three thousand dollars. 

And for the capture of an English barbarian ship's boat, 
一 if a large one, the reward shall be three hundred dollars :

Fourthly. For the murder of a barbarian officer, genuine 
evidences of the fact being brought forward, one third of 
the amount of the reward oflerai for arresting him shall 
be given.

For the murder of each one of the 
above, the fact being verified, one fifth of the aforesaid 
sum shall be awarded. Those who seize the black imps, 
let it be distinguished whether they be soldiers or 8lavei, 
and the rewaids shall b 爷 given accordingly. 

Sixthly. For the amst of those abandoned natives 
who take supplies to the barbarians, and deal in Opium, 
who on being tried, condemned, and executed, and their 
heads stuck up as a warning ~
